Sir 
Bahadur Sapru deelares that they will not 
be satisfied so long as there is the slightest 
discrimination against them on racial 
grounds. He prophesies that, unless the 
Imperial Conference redresses their griev- 
ances without any ado, both the Legisla- 
tive Assembly and the local councils in 
India will adopt a very strong attitude 


in the matter. béic 
One of the secrets of Britains success 


as a colonising Power is the fact that 
racial discrimination has no place in her 
scheme. In Kenya Colony, however, the 
native population is strongly opposed 
to the rush of immigrants from India; 
and, after all, the natives are the people 
whose views are entitled to the most con- 
sideration. They fear, not without reason, 
that, if no restrictions are placed on 
Indian settlers, hordes of them will over- 
run the territory, parts of which are very 
fertile, with the result that they them- 
selves will be elbowed quietly out of their 
own homes. For that reason alone the 
British Government has been forced to 
take steps to regulate the flow of Indians

article on Saturday to the memory of that 

great soldier, Sir John Moore, in the work of 
the. restoration of efficiency and discipline in 
the British Army, inclines me to direct atten- 
tion to the tenderness and magnaminity of Sir 

John Moore to brave but fallen foes. In the 

Irish Insurrection’ of 1798, where he was a 

Í General in command of a division of the 

British Army, he restrained aud reprobated 

military excesses and severities. The Rev. 

Patrick F. Kavanagh, in his “‘ History of the 

Insurrection of 1798,’’ written from a strongly 

Nationalist point of view, bears generous tes- 

timony to the conduct of Sir John Moore on 

the surrender of the town of Wexford. 

“Dreading,” he writes, “the well-known 

severity of General (Lerd) Lake, the in- 

habitants of Wexford, while he (General Lake) 
was yet on his way there, surrendered the 
town to General Moore. It was Aortunate 
that they did so, for Moore, like most really 
brave men, was of a merciful disposition 
and averse to shedding of blood, save in the 
field of battle. The gallant and humane 
officer in question proved himself at this 
juncture not undeserving of his high reputa- 
tion.”

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Government confronted with two Labour 
crises—one in being and the other impend- 
ing—would try to settle the existing 
trouble before it sought to tackle that which 
was still in embryo; but the difficulty of 
treating the present tropbles separately 
will be very great. The parties to both of 
this week’s conferences will be virtually 
the same. At one a section of the shipping 
companies and, at the other, all the com- 
panies will be represented. At both con- 
ferences the seamen, in one case, and thé 
dockers. in the other, will be represented, 
we may presume, by officials of the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union. From the employers’ point of 
view, as we understand it, a settlement 
of the seamen’s strike which would leave 
the question of dockers’ wages indefinitely 
in its present position would be no settle 
ment at all. Evidently, when they de 
cided to “cut” the dockers’ wages at this 
particular time, they realised fully the 
probable consequences and had counted the 
cost. Their contention that the relations 
between employer and worker in the Free 
State shipping industry must undergo im- 
mediate, thorough and permanent revision 
is based on two facts. In the first place, 
Labour insists on privileges which are not 
claimed anywhere outside the Free State 
and are making the industry's position 
untenable. In the next place, Free State 
Labour has become so capricious, has got 
so completely out of hand, that, to al] 
intents and purposes, the principle of 
collective bargaining has gone by the 
board. 

In the circumstances optimism, based 
on the Government 's intervention, would 
be foolish. A settlement of the seamen’s 
strike, with full recognition of the rights 
of the National Union of Seamen, would 
be an excellent thing; but it might’ not 
serve to avert the larger crisis unless, at 
the same time, some measure of positive 
and? immediate relief were given to the 
shipping industry in the Free State. On 
the one hand, the companies are bound 
to consider the State's difficulties, which 
are of a special character at the present 
time. On the other hand, the State is 
under an equal obligation to consider the 
companies’ difficulties. It cannot expect 
them to continue to trade at a loss—paying 
higher wages to dockers than are paid at 
Liverpool or Glasgow—or to endure the: 
almost daily discomfiture of the sudden 
stoppages of labour that are killing the 
Port of Dublin. The companies’ position 
has been gétting steadily worse, and now, 
as they seem to be convinced, has become 
intolerable. The Free State Government 
cannot expect them to be satisfied with 
assurances that, if they will centrive to 
“carry on” for the time being, something 
will be done fot them at a more con- 
venient season. It must give them definite 
guarantees of early improvement—the en- 
forcement’ of the sanctity of collective 
bargaining and the reduction of wages to 
an economic level, Such guarantees would 
be worthless without the co-operation of 
Labour, and it seems, therefore, that 
escape from the affliction which threatens’! 
to descend upon the Free State a week 
from to-day must depend chiefly upon ' 
negotiations between the Government and 
the Labour leaders. The attitude of the 
men's official leaders and of the Labour 
Party in Dail Eireann to the whole 
crisis is uncertain and obscure.

Forgotten Fields. 


Mr. O. C. 8. Crawford, Archeological 
Officer of the British Ordnance Survey, 
has found a new and, it is pleasant to 
observe, an entirely peaceful use for the 
aeroplane. In studying some photographs 
of country taken from the air, near Win- 
chester, Mr. Crawford noticed that there 
appeared on them not only the boundaries 
of the fields as they now stand, but also 
a sort of sub-pattern of irregular squares 
and rectangles. He now declares, after 
investigation, that these markings show 
the land as it was divided into fields im 
ancient British days. The old markings 
are not visible on the ground, Seen from 
the air, however, with the eye of the 
camera, the surface of the earth shows 
every departure from uniformity of 
texture. Ancient ditches, silted up 
centuries ago and now lying beneath 
ploughland and grass, are as visible for 
all needful purposes as the ditch dug yes- 
terday. It is only when this new method 
of investigation is applied to the sites of 
former camps and towns, monasteries and 
castles, that its true value to the historian 
and the archwologist will be fully 
appreciated. Already Mr. Crawford and 
the Air Force officers working with him 
have set the ball of discovery rolling, and 
in air photographs of two Roman camps 
have discovered faint traces of far older— 
perhaps, neolithic—earthworks. Here is a

FALL OF THE FRANC. 
BRITISH BUSINESS MEN ‘BLAMED 
FOR LOW RECORD. 
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From Ovr DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Sunday. 

The week-end has seen no developments 
a the discussions between England and 
France, unless it ,be for a. slightly 
accentuated note of acrimony in the French 
Press, the Matin, in particular, being con- 
spicuous for its strictures on what it re- 
‘ards as the unreasonable high-handedness 
i Great Britain. 

Speaking generally, the situation is that 
the conversations between the two countries 
are contfhuing, and, without laying claim 
to abnormal powers of divination, one may 
assume that Lord Curzen has acquired on 
some points raised in the British 
questionnaire & fair idea of the French 
attitude, while on others the position 
taken is wholly non-committal or frankly 
unsatisfactory. I find no entirely tangible 
basis for the impression generally pre- 
vailing that the next day or two is likely 
to witness developments of some moment, 
unless, . indeed, it be a circumstance to 
which singularly little. attention .has so 
far been drawn—the visit of Dr. Benes 
to Paris and London. 

The Czecho-Slovakian Foreign Minister 
reached Paris on Saturday night, and, 
unless he has changed his plans in the 
last day or two, will be in London on 
Tuesday or Wednesday, after which he 
intends to return to Paris. 

Dr. Benes has quite certainly not come 
from Prague tb act as mediator between 
France and Britain. He has no title to 
fili such a réle. Uninvited, he would be 
the last man to claim it, and it would be 
no service to him or to the cause of Anglo- 
French unity to stress the possibilities of 
his journey unduly. 

But Dr. Benes, as I know from many 
conversations with him at different times, 
believes profoundly that the key to the 
whole stability of Europe is a good under- 
standing between France and Britain. 

When I saw him in Prague no more than 
ten days ago he was deeply impressed with 
the difficulties of the situation in Europe 
as he saw it. 

It will be remembered that in April of 
last year he rendered notable service in the 
course of a visit to Paris and London in 
smoothing one difference between France 
and Britain before the Genoa Conference.

FALL OF THE FRANC. 
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BLAMING THE BRITISH 
BUSINESS MAN, 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

The value of the French franc fell- during 
the week-end to 79.50 to the £, the lowest 
value yet recorded. Previous low levels were 
78.68 in February last, 71.80 in November, 
1922, and 67.45 in 1920. 

It has been suggested that the reason for 
the new decline in value is the unfriendly 
action of British business men, who, deter- 
mined to prove to the French that the Ruhr 

icy is a ruinous one, are loading French 
rance on to the market. The French distrust 
of the British business man is profound. Even 
the recently unfortunate letters from the Pope 
on the subject of the Ruhr are laid at his 
door, and the future arrival of Mr. McKenna 
at the Treasury is looked upon as an unfavour- 
able development, since Mr. McKenna is sup- 

to represent the business man. From 
the information at my disposal I do not think 
it likely that the joint action of the French 
and Belgian Governments in asking the Ger- 
man Chancellor to express his official disap- 
proval of the acts of sabotage in ‘the Ruhr 
will result in the withdrawal of the Ambas- 
sadors. 

The French Ambassador remains at Berlin 
to serve French interests—not German—and 
whatever measures are taken are likely to be 
devised to exert the greatest possible pressure 
on- Germany. 

As an example of the strange reprisals 
which are now of every day occurrence, the 


1 case of the Frenchman, M. Schuldes, is in- 


teresting. ‘He was arrested by the Germans at 
Mannheim, and, in spite of all protests, is 
still being kept in prison. In order to bring 
the German authorities to a proper sense of 
M. Schuldes’ innocence. the French propose 
to arrest and imprison every other day a cer- 
tain number of German citizens, which will 
continue until the Frenchman is released. 

Two University Professors, a banker, and a 
magistrate have already been arrested under 
this arrangement, and other arrests are 
planned. Careful note is being taken of the 
week-end speeches of Mr. Amery and Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain. with their suggestions of 
possible separate action. Separate action, it 
is pointed out, would not only be opposed to 
the spirit as well as the text of the Treaty of 
Versailles, but would also be a very poor re- 
turn for France's action in ratifying the 
Washington Naval Agreement. 

The approval of the Chamber of Deputies ta 
this agreement was obtained on Saturday by 
411 votes to 96. The agreement has still to 
obtain the approval of the Senate, and it is 
thought unlikely that it will come up for con- 
sideration there before the holidays. 


ST. JULIEN MEMORIAL. 


IN GRATEFUL REMEMBRANCE 
OF CANADA’S SONS, 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own Cornresronpekr. 
YPRES, Sunday, 

Speaking yesterday at the unveiling of the 
monument at St. Julien to commemorate the 
valour of the Canadian Division at the second 
battle of Ypres, Lieutenant-CGeneral Sir Richard 
Turner, V.C., K.C.B., K.C.M.G., D.S.O., 
representing the Dominion Government, said 
that the Canadians gloried in the deeds of 
their men who played their part in April, 
1915, in maintaining the left flank of the 
Second British Army under General Smith 
Dorrien during the first gas attack, and thus 
averted a grave disaster. The history of the 
second battle of Ypres was the history of the 
First Canadian Division. 

After recapitulating the thrilling incidents 
of the day when the Germans launched their 
first gas attack, and, driving the French 
Brigade on the extreme left ‘from their 
trenches, would, undoubtedly, have reached 
the Channel ports but for the stubborn stand 
of the Canadians, General Turner declared 
that in all the annals of the British Empire 
finer devotion to King and country had never 
been known. 

Canada, in grateful remembrance of her 
sons’ glorious sacrifice, had erected this 
memorial. “ To our glorious Allies, the French 
and the Belgians,’ he concluded, ‘we 
Canadians look forward to time strengthening 
the bonds of friendship cemented on many a 
battlefield of France and Flanders. Comrades 
in war, pray God we may stand together to 
secure justice and preserve civilisation.”’ 

After the unveiling by the Duke of Con- 
naught the Last Post was sounded, and there 
was a two minutes’ silence. The sounding of 
the reveille was followed by the dedication of 
the monument by Canon Shatford, former 
chaplain with the Canadian Forces. 

After the Vicomte Berryen, on behalf of the 
Belgian Government, had expressed the grati- 
tude of Belgium for the help that Canada had 
lavished upon Ypres, Marshal Foch testified 
to the titude and profound admiration of 
the Allies for the Canadian troops. The band 
then struck up “ God Save the King,” while 
the Duke of Brabant placed a wreath of 
flowers at the foot ef the monument in the 
name of the King and Queén of the Relgians. 

The distingdished gathering included the 
Duke of Brabant, representing Belgium; 
Marshal Foch, France ; and Field-Marshal the 
Earl of Ypres, the High Commissioner for 
Canada.

RUBENS’ PICTURES IN A 
LUMBER ROOM.

DUBLIN DOC 
_ TROUBLES, 


THE GOVERNMENT 
' INTERVENES. 
TWO CONFERENCES 
CALLED. _ 


The best news concerning the seamen’s and 
firemen’s strike in Dublin and the feared 
trouble concerning the proposal to reduce the 
wages of the dockers next Monday is that 
the Government has called a conference on 
the seamen’s dispute for this afternoon at four 
o'clock and another for Thursday next, at 
which the dockers and the employers will be 
represented. 
t is hoped that a satisfactory, understand- 
ing will be reached in both cases, and that 
there will be a full resumption of work at 
rt immediately. The men learned of 
the Neamh intention with much relief 
on Saturday. The hope of the public is that 
the conferences may show a way to end the 
constant strikes and threats of strikes which, 
during the past few years, have seriously 
dislocated the trade of the port. 

The principal arrivals and departures 
at the Liffey on Saturda were 
the steamers of the London‘ and North- 
Western Company, three of which came 
in from Holyhead, Three others sailed out. 
The Burns Laird Line steamer Pointer, with 
passengers and goods, left for the Clyde on 
Saturday night, and the steamer Magpie 
arrived yesterday. 

There was no arrival of the Sloan Line 
steamer Yarrow yesterday with passengers 
and from Silloth and Douglas, Isle of 
Man. To-day the Isle of Man Steampacket 
Company's excursion steamer Peel Castle is 
due at the South Wall, it will sail again at 
5 p.m. The Clyde Shipping Company 
steamer arrived as usual with general goods 
from Waterford, and the Oranmore and 
Aughton sailed with cargoes for the Mersey. 
From Calais and Dunkirk two móre char- 
tered vessels, the ss. Allerton and Aigburth, 
respettively, have reached the Liffey. 

he ss. Ita, of the Dublin General Steam 
Shipping Company’s fleet, went to Swansea 
on Saturday evening. The steamer Redes- 
mere will assist Messrs. Jacob and Co. in 
tting their exports across the Channel. The 
ranfos, with a cargo of coke, sailed for 
Scandinavian ‘ports. 

The four British and Irish Line sieamers— 
the Lady Wimborne, the Lady Patricia, the 
Lady Carlow, and the Eblana—still remain 
in the Liffey. 
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ENGLISH DOCK STRIKE. 
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LIVERPOOL MEN RETURNING. 
During Saturday there appeared to be signs 
of a collapse of the dockers’ strike in England, 
but at meetings which were held in Hull and 
other places yesterday the men refused to 
return, except at the ald rates of pay. 

It was a good sign, however, that many of 
the Liverpool strikers returned to work on 
Saturday morning. These included fifty men 
engaged on the Belfast steamers and a con- 
siderable portion of those who work on the 
China boats. There were still about 800 


A full resumption on both sides of the river 
is expected to-day. 

The Plymouth dockers worked as usual on 
Saturday. 

There was no resumption of work in London 
on Saturday, but there is evidence that the 
men are disheartened by the lack of support 
from their allied workers and the disapproval 
of the union leaders. 

The annual conference of the Transport and 
Generel Workers’ Union opens in London to- 

ay. 

TERMS OF RETURN. 

The Hull dockers were yesterday addressed 
by the Lord Mayor, who advised that the 
National Agreement should be honoured and 
efforts made, after the resumption of work, to 
get the agreement amended by constitutional 
methods. The strikers were afterwards ad- 
dressed by their ‘leaders, who urged them to 
press their claim for the old rate of pay and 
an inquiry into the cost of living. 

Mr. Ben Smith, of the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, addressing a mass 
meeting of the dockers last night, urged that 
the National Agreement should be honoured. 
Two-thirds of the dockers of the country 
were, he said, working under the agreement 
and, whether it was good or bad, it must ru 
until the end of this year. The Executive 
Council believed that in the long run -the 
agreement would be to the advantage of the 
docker, and if at the end of this year the 
men decided to end it, the union were pre- 

red for a fight, and would not only lead 
it, but also finance it. 

The opposition carried a resolution not, to 
return to work, except at the old rate of pay. 
RECOMMENDATION REJECTED. 

Cardiff dockers at a mass meeting yesterday

The tenor of the weather experts’ fore- 
cast for to-day is “rather high tempera- 
tures” generally and “rather warm “ ior 
Ireland particularly, with light to mode- 
rate south to south-west winds, a: few 
clouds, perhaps a little rain and a risk of 
thunder. ' 

Summer maintained its sway over the 
week-end in spite of Saturday morning’s 
storm, which was only in keeping with 
real July. Dublin’s shade temperature of 
76 on Friday was equalled on Saturday ; 
yesterday afternoon it was 78. 

In London it was 87 on Saturday, and 
90 in many places in the provinces. Theze 
were violent storms all over the country. 
Yesterday was not quite so hot, the maxi- 
mum registered in Great Britain being 82. 
In London it was 80, 

There were signs in Dublin this morning 
that the pace had been literally too hot 
to last. A cool breeze was blowing from 
the west, the sky was overcast, and there 
was a slight drizzle. 

It is interesting to note that this week 
is normally the hottest of the summer, 
the highest temperature of the year being 
experienced usually between July 10 and 
16. The “record ” for the last. eighty 
years was 97 on July 15,1881 ; in London 
on July 11, 1921, it was 91, the highest re- 
corded in the city in fifty years. The 
“record ” for the British Isles, however, 
was in August, 1911, when, on the 9th, 
the standard instrument at Greenwich 
registered 100 ip the shade. | 


JULY -AT ITS BEST, 


STORM AND’ SUNSHINE. 


The week-end er gare in this .country 
was everything that could be desired.

DUBLIN ‘APPEAL CASES.

THE POSSESSION OF A HOUSE. 


The Lord Chief Justice sat in the Court of 
Appeal at the Law Courts, Dublin Castle, on 
Saturday, for the purpose of hearing appeals 
from decisions of the Recorder of Dublin. 

In the case of Patrick Graham v. Thomas 
E. Hunt, appellant, the Lord Chief Justice 
reserved judgment until to-day in an action 
to recover possession of the house 247 Clon- 
liffe road. 

Mr, W. J. Gleeson (instructed by Mr. James 
Brady) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
O'Connor finstracted by Mr, J. Cusack) de- 
fended. 

In the case of Florence G. Beckwith, Frank 
Gill and Bertha Amy Josephine Rice, execu- 
tors of Florence Beckwith, deceased, appel- 
lants, v. Patrick Kelly, trading as Terence 


Kelly, 

The Lord Chief Justice reversed the decision 
of the Recorder, and gave a decree for £6 8s. 
and costs, the value of certain articles of 
jewellery pawned at the defendant’s establish- 
ment, 48 Fleet street, and alleged to have 
been converted by the defendant. The articles 
were stolen by a woman, with other articles, 
some of which were recovered, but the 
jewellery, not having been redeemed, was sold 

y the. defendant. His lordship said that 
there was no charge of impropriety suggested 
against the defendant, but legal liability often 
attached to innocent persons, although they 
had taken the ordinary precautions. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., appeared for the 
tiffs, and Mr. Joseph O’Connor defended. 


ESTATE DUTY APPEAL. 
VALUE PLACED ON A DUBLIN 
BUILDING. 


Before Mr. George Hewson, Referee. under 
the Finance Acts, sitting in Dublin, the exe- 
cutors of John McDowell, deceased, who died 
on 20th.July, 1916, appealed against an as- 
sessment of estate duty by the Revenue Com- 
missioners in respect’ of premises in Henry 
street, Dublin, The deceased held the pre- 
mises under a lease dated 1904 for 100 years at 
a rent of £120 per annum. In 19135 he sub- 
let the premises to Messrs. R. and J, Wilson 
at a rent of £350. The premises were de- 
stroyed in the Easter Week rebellion, 1916, 
and at the time of his death were in ruins. 
The executors valued his interest at £300, and 
the Commissioners valued it at £4,140. The 
principal question at issue was whether in es- 
timating the value the ex gratia grant given 
by the British Government should be taken 
into account. 

Mr: Qverend, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Brown and McCann) contended that it should 
not, and ‘that, owing to the generally  un- 
settled. conditions in 1916, the interest had 
very little value, and that the investing public 
would not attach much value to the hope that 
there would be an ex gratia grant. 

Mr. Collins, of the Revenue Solicitor’s 
Office, for the Revenue Commissioners, con- 
tended that at the date of the death the ez 
gratia grant was not merely a question of 
hope, but a certainty, and that it should be 
taken into account as part of the security for 
the rent, and that the site, plus the ex gratia 
grant, made the rent as secure as if the 
remises had not been destroyed. He referred 

Mr. Asquith’s speech after the rebellion, 
read Mr. Herbert Samuel’s reply of 5th June, 
1916, to a deputation of owners of destroyed 
age and Sir Robert Chalmer’s letters of 
14th June, 1916, appointing the Goulding 
Committee to determine the amounts of the 
ex gratia grant. 

Mr. Wood gave evidence on behalf of the 
executors, Mr. . Power Steele, of the 
Valuation Office, on behalf of the Revenue 
Commissioners. 

The Referee reserved his decision.

There was very little in dispute between ihe 
parties as regards the tenanted land, the 
principal point at issue being as to the value 
of the lands in hand.
